Drivers' licenses go 
on sale Sept 10. 


Q. Who Must Have a License?

motor vehicle, whether as owner, 
operator or chauffeur must have 
a license, except certain federal 
government 
employes, non-resi- 


dents permitted to drive in their 
own state, and persona holding 
temporary instruction permits. 


Q. Where Will I Be Able to Ob- 


tain a Licenser 


A. In moat instances licenses 


win be obtainable at auto clubs 
and other present deputy regis- 
trars, who issue motor vehicle li- 
censes. 


Q. Do I have to Take An Exam- 


ination? 


A. 
The registrar may, at his 


discretion, waive an actual exami- 
nation for all operators over 18 
years of age, who furnishes satis- 
factory evidence that they have 
previously operated a motor ve- 
hicle in a satisfactory

DESERTED 


WBTHILE Spain crumbles before the very 


eyes of her embattled children, bro- 


ther facing brother in a dreadful civil war, 
there comes the final ironic touch of be- 
trayal. With a rapacity that is almost in- 
credible the strong nations of Europe have 
permitted, nay, encouraged these two fac- 
tious to kill each other; encouraged them 
to despoil their beloved and historic land; 
encouraged them to weaken their forces, 
to eliminate one another in a desperate 
game of cancellation so that when the dead 
have outnumbered the living, when only 
the sun moves, these nations will walk in 
and decide what they will do with the re- 
mainder, just as they permitted Benito 
Mussolini to walk into Ethiopia and take 
over a generous slice of Africa. 


The betrayal is all too clear to Chancel- 


lor Prieto of the Spanish Loyalist Govern- 
ment. Besieged in the capital of Madrid 
and not knowing whether the next day will 
be his last on earth, the courageous leader 
points the accusing finger at those respon- 
sible nations and there is none to deny his 
words. "What help has France and Great 
Britain given us in our direct hour?" he 
asked. "None at all, while Germany, Italy 
and Portugal are providing our rebel ene- 
mies with all the materials they want." 


The words are fraught with all the bit- 


terness of humanity. Here is a people's 
government, attempting to stem the vicious 
tide of Fascism that has no place in a free 
'government, and callously, deliberately, 
viciously the governments of Germany and 
of Italy and of Portugal pave the way for 
their evil intentions. Life meant little to 
Chancellor Prieto as long as his ideals were 
realized. What can it mean to him now 
when he and his Government have been so 
brutally betrayed ?

DENIALS FAIL TO QUELL FIRE 


ASHINGTON—There is a lot of fire 


behind the smoke 
regarding the 


President's reported plans to hold a )arKC- 
scale peace conference if re-elected, de- 
spite the indirect denials of the State De- 
partment. 


Actually the President has discussed 


the idea with some of his closest advisers. 
He hasn't decided the thing one way or the 
other. But he is considering it very, very 
carefully. 


He is not any too optimistic regarding 


the outcome of such a conference. All sim- 
ilar conferences have failed in tiie past. 
But three factors incline Roosevelt toward 
calling it—if re-elected. 


1.—Never before have the leaders of 


Europe been so worried about war, 
and the people of Europe so anxious 
to prevent it. The crisis over the 
Spanish revolt gave them a glimpse 
of the war ghost just around the cor- 
ner. 


2.—Hitherto France has opposed a con- 


ciliation with Germany. This was 
always the great stumbling block. 
Now Premier Blum favors it. 


3.—If such a conference fails, the Uni- 


ted States will have made one final 
effort and thereafter will have every 
excuse for more complete isolation. 


At any rate, the real secret behind Am- 


bassador Bullitt's transfer from Moscow 
to Paris is to sound out the leaders of Eur- 
ope, informally, regarding such a confer- 
ence. Bullitt speaks the language of diplo- 
macy, is a close friend of the President 
and was the man who handled the prelim- 
inaries to Roosevelt's Washington conver- 
sations in May, 1933.

If you scratch below the popularity of 


the Works Progress Administration with 
the aviation industry, you will discover a 
very good reason : WPA has built more air- 
ports in the USA than there are airplanes 
travelling on regularly scheduled routes. 


And if you scratch below the reason for 


these airports you will find another very 
good reason: The inspiration of women 
aviators. 


On the payroll of WPA are four noted 


women aviators—Phoebe Omlie, 
Louise 


Thadon, Helen McCloskey, and Blanche 
Noyes, and their job is to hop about the j 
country as a flying squadron of airport 
boosters. 


Working in- cooperation with Roper's 


Air Commerce Bureau, the aviatrices fly 
from community to community urging lo- 
cal officials to cooperate with WPA 
in 


building and improving airports. 


Harry Hopkins has other reasons behind 


this: Namely, that airport 
improvement 


employs a larger amount of labor in pro- 
portion to cost of material than most types 
of construction; also the expected growth 
of aviation. 


But the net result is that WPA has spent 


$40,000,000 for new and -improved air- 
ports during the past year, an additional 
$31,000,000 being advanced by local com- 
munities. This has built or improved 500 j 
flying fields. 


In comparison, only 356 of the 7,371 air- 


planes licensed by the Commerce Depart- 
ment are flown on regular air routes. Their 
value is only $12.500,000.

Dentistry Now Branch of Science of Healing 


Dr. deadening

man, woman or child. 


Increasingly during the past sev- 


eral years dentistry has been be- 
coming a part of general science. 
It was not so long ago that the 
dentist was simply an artisan—and 
often a very bad one—because, al- 
though he might be skillful in the 
very intricate processes which he 
had to learn, he frequently forgot 
that he was dealing with living 
tissue that would not stand any 
amount of foreign bodies driven 
into it. 
And many is the bridge 


and crown and cap that has come 
off to reveal sources of long con- 
tinued systemic poisoning beneath. 


The change that has occurred 


was summed up in the remarks of 
the retiring president, Dr. Winter 
cf St. Louis, who pointed out that 
only a hundred years ago dentists 
were drawn from the ranks of the 
artisans, goldsmiths, 
blacksmiths 


and barbers; and of Dr. Miner of 
Boston, the new president, that 
"Not until diagnosis becomes the 
foundation on which the whole 
structure of dentistry Is built, can 
it lay claim to be a learned pro- 


fession or an Important branch of 
the great art and science of heal* 
ing." 


Our grandfathers were content 


to expect from their dentists a few 
fillings and temporizing treatment 
until, in the natural course of time, 
that grim reaper, thp dental for- 
ceps, had removed one by one each 
lone last pearl, and then the dent- 
ist made them plates. The dent- 
ist— the modern one as well as his 
predecessor—is up against the in- 
exorable law that the teeth nat- 
urally atrophy as time goes on. 
But the modern dentist keeps ua 
going longer. 


Teeth Very Important 


It la surprising, In a way, that 


this small part of the human body 
—the teeth—should have such Im- 
portance that they attract a pro- 
fession to care for them nearly 
half as large numerically as the 
medical profession. 
But a glance 


at history shows us how dear man- 
kind has always held his teeth. 


If a man struck out his slave'a 


tooth Hebrew law commanded him 
to let him go free. This was be- 
cause the teeth were the instru- 
ments of life—those by which food 
is eaten. "He who strikes out a 
man's eyes doea not hinder him 
from living, but a most miserable 
death awaits the man who has all 
his teeth knocked out." 


If a boy's teeth are close to- 


gether, according to a Swiss prov- 
erb, he will stay at home; if wide 
apart, he will travel. 


Old English folk lore has a cal- 


endar of what "will happen" to you 
if your teeth are pulled on certain 
days.

distant relative; on Wednesday, 
loss and shame; 'on Thursday, suc- 
cess in business; on Friday, con- 
fusion in affairs; on Saturday, dis- 
covery of a secret; on Sunday, a 
love quarrel.

BETTER THAN EXPECTED 
M E R T O N SAUNDERS, who 


contributed the hand given today. 
sat West. We all know that weak 
bidders never win all that they 
should, but Mr. Saunders has a 
philosophy transcending that of 
the strong bidder, for he always 
undertakes a game contract on 
hands which he really believes are 
just a trick short of fulfilling 
game contracts. As he seems to 
thrive on his theory he may not be 
as far wrong as one might sup- 
pose. 
The hand today illustrates

Bidding went: 
South, 1-Hcart; 


West, 1-Spadc; North, 2-Hearts, 
chiefly on account of an expected 
spade trick and his heart holdings; 
East, 2-Spades, but resolved that 
partner must do the rest of the 
bidding; South, 3-Hearts; West, 
4-Spades, which certainly wa." at 
least a full trick overbid of values 
held; North, double. 


The opening lead was the 2 of 


hearts. South's K won. Declarer 
ruffed the Ace of hearts. He led 
back the J of clubs, which North's 
Q covered. 
Dummy's Ace won. 


The 10 of spades was led, finessed, 


and lost to North's K. 


It could do the defenders no 


harm to ruff declarer. West ruffed 
the Q of hearts with his J of 
spades. Dummy's last heart went 
on the trick. 
The Ace of spadea 


picked up both missing trumps, 
leaving a single spade in declarer's 
hand, with two in dummy.
